"‘The Florida method 
has been 
found adapted to the conditions in 
that state and has the virtue of 
being adapted to lands of low pro­ 
ductivity. This method can undoubt 
edly be applied with success in ad­ 
jacent sections where the seasonal 
conditions are the same as those in 
Florida. Whether this method will 
succeed elsewhere has not been de­ 
termined and can not be until fur­ 
ther studies of weevil hibernaton 
and Related factors are made.

.— Plans are 
nearly completed for the establish­ 
ment during the coming summer of 
a 
passenger 
and 
freight-carrying 
airplane line .between Chicago "and 
Detroit. The planes used will be 
the new Dare variable camber type, 
each machine carrying ten passen­ 
gers and a reasonable amount of 
baggage, or fewer passengers and 
a corresponding amount of freight 
or express. 
There will be no regular stops 
between the two cities, but emer- 
£**ncy landing fields will be con­ 
structed at sufficiently frequent in­ 
tervals so that the planes will be 
plainly marked so as to be visible 
day or night, and in case of any 
kind of trouble the planes can *glide 
safely to a landing on one of them. 
The planes are expected to fly at 
an elevation of about three thou­ 
sand feet, but in case of storms 
they will fly higher or lower, ac­ 


cording to atmospheric conditions. 
The machines are of the Dare vari­ 
able camber type, which is said to 
be a radical improvement over the 
older machines, because they can 
take off or land in a much smaller 
splice than is required with the or­ 
dinary planes haring flat wings. 
The Dare needs only about one 
hundred yard**, either to take off 
or to land, while the older types of 
plane* need a space of about six 
hundred yard*. The difference Is 
caused bv the construction of the 
wings. Curved wings have a much 
greater lifting and carrying power 
than flat ones, *but the head* resist­ 
ance is so great that no very high 
speed has been obtainable with ma­ 
chines so equipped. With the Dare 
variable camber it is possible to 
curve the wings very deeply when. 
Jeering th$ ground, or alighting 
w hile when in full lfigkt they can 
be flattened out so as to permit of 
very high speed.

Tile big passenger-carrying planes 
will be built entirely of dur-alumin 
and steel, giving great strength and 
largely decreasing the fire risk.

aid the government through a bill 
introduced in parliament by Deputy 
Meunier. 
He proposes that gold, 
which on the world 
market 
is 
worth more than three times the 
French paper money’, should 
be 
taken by the government at twice its 
nominal value. 
This, he 
thinks, 
would’ give France additional sound 
money to stop the fall of the franc 
and strengthen the country’s cred­ 
it. 
France called in all gold early in 
the war, and more than a billion 
and a half francs were obtained in 
this way. Many 
financial 
experts 
think, however, that the French, 
w’ho have always preferred “hard 
money” to paper, must have kept 
most of their savings for a rainy 
day. France belongs to the Latin 
monetary union, with Belgium, Italy 
and Switzerland, and* their monies 
were interchangeable until differ­ 
ences in the exchange during the 
w’ar naturally caused each country’s 
money to travel homeward. After the 
war, France and Switzerland with­ 
drew their silver from circulation 
lr the other country. 
How’ much gold the French still 
hoard «eems to be a m atter of spec­ 
ulation, for gold of other countries 
that circulated here before the war, 
may very likely still be here. Traf­ 
fic in gold coins is a penal offense 
yet the trade goes on, and from 
tim** to time offenders are caught 
buying or selling it for smuggling 
out of the country in order to ben­ 
efit by the exchange.
